INGREDIENTS — Semi-Solid  Buttermilk,  hulled  oats, 
wheat  middlings,  corn  meal,  corn  feed  meal  and  bone. 

ANALYSIS:  Crude  Protein,  12% ; Crude  Fibre,  4% ; Crude 
Fat,  3%  ; Nitrogen  Free  Extract,  56% : Carbohydrates,  60%. 

CONKEY’S  BUTTERMILK  STARTING  FEED  is  a 
ready-prepared  feed  for  baby  chicks,  ducklings,  goslings, 
guineas,  poults,  pheasants,  quail,  grouse  and  all  similar  young 
fowls. 

HOW  TO  FEED  STARTING  FEED— Don’t  feed  baby 
chicks  until  at  least  48  hours  old.  Jus  t before  the  chick  hatches 
out,  it  takes  into  its  system  the  yolk  of  the  egg,  which  Nature 
provides  for  nourishment  the  first  two  or  three  days.  Giving 
other  feed  before  the  yolk  is  digested  causes  much  of  the  bowel 
trouble  that  means  big  losses. 

After  chicks  are  48  hours  old,  spread  CONKEY’S  BUTTER- 
MILK STARTING  FEED  dry,  just  as  it  comes  from  the  bag, 
on  a newspaper  or  feeding  board.  To  insure  that  every  chick 
learns  to  eat,  watch  the  first  few  feedings.  A little  coaxing  by 
tapping  on  the  paper  or  board  will  usually  induce  them  to  peck 
at  the  feed — a taste  is  all  that  is  needed  to  finish  the  lesson. 

After  ten  minutes  remove  the  feed.  Repeat  feeding  every 
two  hours  for  first  day  that  you  feed  the  chicks,  then  begin 
feeding  them  four  times  a day  .giving  the  little  fellows  aU  they 
will  clean  up  in  ten  or  fifteen  minutes. 

After  the  sixth  day  place  feed  in  THE  CON  KEY  NOR- 
WICH FEEDER  and  keep  it  before  the  chicks  all  the  time. 
Have  enough  hopper  space  to  allow  two-thirds  of  the  chicks  to 
eat  at  one  time.  Keep  the  mash  constantly  before  the  chicks 
until  they  are  eight  weeks  old,  at  which  time  begin  gradually 
shifting  to  CONKEY’S  BUTTERMILK  GROWING  MASH. 

GRIT — Give  the  chicks  fine  grit  as  soon  as  they  will  pick 
it  up. 

WATER — Give  chicks  plenty  of  clean  drinking  water,  with 
chill  removed,  just  as  soon  as  they  are  dried  off  and  willing  to 
drink.  If  you  suspect  White  Diarrhea,  keep  CONKEY’S 
WHITE  DIARRHEA  TABLETS  in  the  drinking  water. 

GREENSTUFF — After  chicks  are  six  days  old,  givfe  them 
a daily  feeding  of  fine  sprouted  oats,  tender  grass,  lettuce,  or 
similar  greenstufl*.  Grated  table  beets  are  good.  If  weather 
permits,  get  them  out  on  the  ground  during  the  sun  ny  part  of 
the  day  after  vegetation  has  dried  off. 

HOW  TO  FEED  CHICK  GRAINS— After  the  chicks  are 
three  weeks  old.  begin  giving  them  two  feedings  a day  of 
CONKEY’S  CHICK  GRAINS,  or  similar  finely  milled  grains. 
Feed  the  Grains  very  sparingly  in  a one-inch  deep  litter  of 
ground  alfalfa,  cut  clover,  fine  cut  straw  or  some  other  suitable 
litter  material  every  morning.  Increase  depth  of  litter  as 
chicks  grow.  Give  a moderate  feeding  of  the  chick  grains  in 
the  evening — enough  to  fill  their  crops. 
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
